Robert & Company, Inc., nationally known Atlanta engi- 
neering firm, has been awarded the first contract from the 


recently voted $20,400,000 City 


bond issue for public improve- 


ments—engineering supervision of the $6,000,000 Municipal 


Airport expansion. 

City Council yesterday’ con- 
curred in the recommendation of 
Councils Aviation Committee 
’ when it was offered by Council- 
man Ralph Huie, and set the stage 
for development of the most mod- 
ern and best-equipped municipal 
field in the entire South. 

Under the agreement, Robert & 
Company will perform all needed 
engineering services on a cost ba- 
sis. The Company will bill the 
city for actual costs, adding one 
percent for professional advice. 

The Company previously com- 
pleted airport studies at a cost of 
$80,000 which was borne equally 
by the city and Fulton County. 
The new plan provides mile-long 
parallel runways: a giant loading 
circle, capable of handling more 
than a score of planes at one time; 
e freight terminal; a modern ad- 
ministration building, and _ the 
latest equipment for night and 
blind landings and takeoffs. 

Last week the city sold $1,018.- 
000 of the $3,000,000 authorized 
for airport expansion. It is ex- 
pected that Federal funds 
match the city’s $3,000,000 will

Britain Suspends

J. M. B. Bloodworth, Assistant 
City Attorney, said yesterday only 
the State could secure revocation 
of the Columbian charter since the 
charter was granted through State 
courts and therefore the matter 
had been turned over to Attorney 
General Eugene Cook. Blood- 
worth said Duke would be assign- 
ed to the task, meanwhile con- 
tinuing the Klan investigation. 

Cook said he had received no 
official notice that the Columbian 
investigation had been turned over 
to his office. He pointed out such 
cases are assigned to the Attorney 
General by the Governor, and 
Gov. Arnall would be out of town 
until today. 

Meanwhile, U. S. Atty. Gen. 
Clarke commended Atlanta law 
enforcement officers for their “vig- 
or -and dispatch” in handling 
recent disturbances involving the 
Columbians.

to help the British work out with 
the Jews and Arabs a solution of 

the Holy Land problem. 


Byrnes saw Bevin prior to the 
opening of the Conference of For- 
eizn Ministers on the European 
peace treaties,. discussed briefly 
the merger of British and Ameri- 
can occupation zones in Germany 
and took up the Palestine issue. 


Michael J. McDermott, Byrnes’ 
press relations officer, said that 
Byrnes notified Bevin that when 
the Foreign Ministers are not ac- 
tively engaged in the consideration 
of the Eastern European peace 
treaties he would confer with the 
British Foreign Minister about the 
Palestine situation. 

Heretofore, McDermott said, this 
question had been handled by 
direct communications between 
President Truman and Prime Min- 
ister Attlee, 

Recently, he added, Bevin has 
had charge of the efforts to bring 
about in Londen a meeting be 
tween Jewish and Arab leaders on 
a solution to the Palestine prob- 
lem—which essentially involves 
Mr. Truman’s demands for the im- 
mediate admittance of thousands 
of refugees from Europe to the 
Holy Land. 

Byrnes, McDermott said, desires 
to learn the status of these nego- 
tiations, to present directly to 
Bevin the views of the President 
and to see whether the United 
States can contribute to a solution 
of this important problem.

economic security.” 

Five nurses’ associations in 
Georgia were represented at Mon- 
day's session of the convention, 
which will continue through 
Wednesday. 

Mrs. Barbin prefaced her 
marks by a tribute to nurses who 
served during the past World War. 
“Twenty-six thousand of our num- 
'ber served either with the Army 
or Navy and to them,” said the 
speaker, “we, as well as the pub- 
lic, are indebted.” 

Mrs. Barbin continued: “Those 
nurses who worked at home hold- 
ing the civilian line and those 
serving as gallantly as any others 
deserve recognition for their ser\ 
‘ices. We have reason to be proud 
'of being nurses.” 

Nursing will make as much prog- 
ress in the next 10 years as has 
been made in the past 50, Mrs. 
Barbin predicted, revealing that 
half of all the nurses in the world 
are in America, 

In Georgia, she explained, it is 
proposed that to give full health 
protection to her people a develop- 
mental program should be under- 
taken. The plan for this program 
estimates an additional 4,780 hos- 
pital beds should be made avail- 
able within the next 10 years. 

“If we are to meet existing 
shortages now and perpetuate our 
profession,” advised Mrs. Barbin, 
“we must work toward an im- 
provement in housing, living con- 
ditions, and remuneration with 
some for of economic security.” 


Another address was made by 
Mrs. Eugenia Spalding, Professor 
of Nursing Education at Indiana 
University. She said that in all 
nurses’ training there is a need for 
enlightened faculty members with 
the will to know and do. 


“It is not only necessary that 
we have proper instructors to give 
their best to the student nurses,” 
Mrs. Spalding said, “but it is neces- 
sary that we get the right kind of 
student into nurse training.” She 
said too many high school girls 
think nurses look nice in movies, 
and without thinking what a nurse 
has to do they decide to take train. 
ing. As a result, Mrs, Spalding 
said, nearly half of the students 
who enroll for nurses’ training 
drop out before completing their 
course.

AAR Private 


Government 


Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook bluntly 
described the Association of Amer- 
ican Railroads yesterday as a “‘pri- 
vate government within the 
United States” that controls the 
economic destiny of Georgia and 
the nation. 

He told the Southern section of 
the National Sanitary Supply As- 
sociation that “individual enter- 
prises, whole communities and 
areas are wholly dependent for 
their existence upon this private 
government for what they must 
pay to ship their goods to. mar- 
kets.” 

In a review of Georgia's Freight 
Rate Case against Northern rail- 
roads, Cook said the 18 directors 
of the Railroad Association decide 
on rate differentials and are, in 
effect, the “ultimate arbiter in all 
controversies between members.” 

He said that inasmuch as only 
four directors are from Southern 
railroads. the Northern lines “au- 
tomatically dominate and control 
all freight rates to, from, and with- 
in Georgia.” 

As a result, Cook said, Georgia 
shippers of commodities bearing 
class rates have been placed at a 
39 percent disadvantage in com- 
peting with shippers north of the 
Potomac River. 

He reviewed an ICC order re- 
ducing class rates in the South 
10 percent and increasing them in 
the North by a like amount which 
came shortly after the Supreme 
Court took jurisdiction over the 
Georgia case. 

“We will not be satisfied by this 
token move on the part of the 
Interstate Commerce Comm1s- 
sion.” Cook declared. “We _ are 
asking absolute parity in freight 
rate charges.”

The two travel- 
ers plan to be in Santiago for 
the presidential reception ‘after 
which they intend to cross the 
Andes into Argentina and Buenos

Plans to continue to hold down 
prices of health supplies to con- 
sumers by increased sales and the 
introduction of organized buying 
and selling programs were 
launched yesterday at a meeting 
of wholesale and manufacturing 
drug executives of th. South At- 
lantic Stetes at the Piedmont 
Hotel. 

Dr. E. L. Newcomb, Executive 
Vice President of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association, 
addressing the meeting, urged the 
manufacturers and wholesalers to 
co-operate with the research pro- 
gram of the Association. The pro- 
gram is designed to maintain effi- 


cient and economical drug distri- 


bution. 

Dr. Newcomb said because 
health supplies were reaching new 
sales peaks the research program 
has already been able to con- 
tribute to the maintenance of low 
prices for drug supplies. 

“During the war drug prices 
have increased only two percent,” 
he said. “No other industry can 
make that statement.”

With 39 Senators now, the Re 
publicans need a net gain of 10 
seats to capture control. In the 
House they have to add 26 seats 
to their present 192. 

The decision whether the Senate 
stays Democratic or swings to the 
Republicans apparently hinges on 
results in these States: 

Ohio, Pennsylvania, Delaware 
and Wisconsin, where the Republi- 
cans contend they are sure to gain 
four Senate seats and the Demo- 
crats concede nothing. 

New York, Massachusetts, Mis- 
souri, Idaho, Montana, Washing- 
ton, West Virginia, Wyoming and 
New Mexico, where the Republi- 
cans say they will bowl over 
Democrats and the Democrats say 
they will hold their own. 


Kentucky and California, where 
the Democrats hope to turn Re- 
publicans Senators out of office 
and the GOP says it can’t be done. 

Sparkman forecast that the 
Democrats, who now have 235 
members in the House, will wind 
up with “at least 231.” 

In another statement for the As- 
sociated Press, Rep. Clarence J. 
Brown, of Ohio, Republican cam- 
paign director, forecast a mini- 
mum gain of 40 for the GOP. 
That would give it 232 seats 


Later Brown upped this fore- 
cast. He said he is “now satisfied 
that we will make a net gain in 
the House of between 50 and 60 
seats, with a rock bottom figure 
of 45.” ° 

President Truman remained si- 
lent. Outwardly unconcerned 
about the election, on his usual 
daily hike he led reporters around 
the courthouse square at Inde- 
pendence, Mo., where he votes to- 
day. 

Democratic Chairman Hanne- 
gan flew from Washington to St. 
Louis to mark his ballot. He plans 
to catch a plane back in time to 
watch the returns come in tonight 
at Democratic headquarters. 

The weather man forecast fair 
and cool for most of the country, 
but rain in much of the South. 

This year the Republicans are 
saying the people are ready to pro- 
test at the polls against shortages 
and strikes and the pattern of gov- 
ernment in general. 

The Democrats have _ replied 
that there will be a protest vote, 
all right, but that it will be against 
the way prices have shot up—they 
lay that to the GOP—and against 
what they say is a Republican pol- 
icy of obstruction and sabotage 
toward a constructive Democratic 
program. They say, too, that it is 
a political axiom that a big vote 
favors the Democrats.

1. Inclusion in the Italian treaty 
of an Italian-Austrian agreement 
guaranteeing certain language and 
similar rights to German minori- 
ties in Bolzano and Trento Prov- 
inces. This had been approved by 
a vote of 14-6 at Paris. 

Molotov objected that such a 
provision in the Italian peace 
treaty was improper and argued 
that leaving it out would not up- 
set the agreement. Byrnes con- 
tended that as a means of elimi- 
nating friction, the agreement was 
an excellent thing and should be 
included, 

Since Molotov insisted on his 
objection, this provision was pass- 
ed over for the time being. 

2. Aprovision guaranteeing 
fundamental human freedoms to 
the populations of transferred ter- 
ritories ,was finally agreed to in 
principle by Molotov, It had been 
accepted at Paris by a vote of 14-7, 
Molotov said, however, that he 
wanted it changed here to state 
that such rights were guaranteed 
in accordance with fundamental 
laws in those countries. 

3. An argument broks out over 
a Paris conference recommenda- 
tion that Yugoslavia and Greece 
should receive equal reparations 
of $100,000,000 each from Italy. 
Molotov insisted that Yugoslavia 
should have a favorable ratio of 
two to one. Byrnes, Bevin and 
Couve de Murville objected. 

Bevin stated flatly that under 
no circumstances could he accept 
such a proposal. 

Byrnes said that at Paris the 
United States had argued for repa- 
rations in favor of Greece, con- 
tending that Yugoslavia was get- 
ting $195,000,000 worth of Italian 
installations in territory she is 
taking over. .

CHICAGO, Nov. 4—(UP)—The 
Government charged Monday that 
James C. Petrillo, President of the 
American Federation of Musicians 
(AFL), is “operating a $1,000,000 
racket” that threatens to force ap- 


proximately 400 small radio sta- 
tions out of business. 

Asst. Atty. Gen. John S. Pratt, 
presenting the Government's case 
in oral arguments on Petrillo’s mo- 
tion for dismissal of a criminal 
information, charged the AFM is 
an organization of “blackmailers 
and racketeers.” 

It has been such an organization 
“for so long that I doubt the court 
could take judicial notice,” Pratt 
said. 

The charges were made at a 
Federal court hearing before 
Judge Walter J. Labuy. The 
criminal information charges Pe- 
trillo with having violated the 
Lea or “Anti-Petrillo” Act. 

Labuy took the case under ad- 
visement. He gave no indication 
when he would hand down his 
Gcecision. 

Petrillo was charged with i)- 
legally calling a strike against 
Chicago Radio Station WAAF 
May 28, in violation of the act, 
after the station refused to hire 
three additional musicians to op- 
erate recorcing machines. 

Petrillo called the strike, he 
said as a test prove the act 
unconstitutional.

Navy Puts Limit 
On Filing Time 
For College Exam 


The Navy announced yesterday 
that applications of high school 
students for competitive exami- 
nations for its four-year college 
program must be filed by Dec. 17. 

Five thousand youths, selected 
through the exams, which will be 
held in 555 cities Jan. 18, will re- 
ceive a four-year education in the 
college of their choice with full 
allowances and pay of $50 or $100 
per month. 

The program of training is at 
present divided into ‘two parts, 
the Naval Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps and the Naval Aviation 
College Program. 

Students selected for NROTC 
will be given four years of edu- 
cation and $50 per month in 52 
approved schools. Georgia Tech 
is one. Afterward they must ac- 
cept commissions in the Navy or 
Marine Corps for two years’ serv- 
ice. 

The same benefits will be ex- 
tended to aviation students ex- 
cept that after two years of col- 
lege training, the students will 
attend Naval Fight Training 
schools for two years, be com- 
missioned and serve another year 
of flight duty, after which they 
may enter the Navy and return 
to college at full active duty pay, 
or enter the reserves and receive 
$100 a month and tuition while in 
school.

— It was fresh and smelling of the slight rain 
A that had fallen in the early morning hours when 
ae he went up on the hill and stood there looking 
around, seeing the leaves turned brown and red, and the seed pods 
of the weeds and grasses bending heavily, some of them already 
spilling their thistles and seeds to the winds. 

There was the stillness of early morning, with a dog barking far 
away and the sound of a car going fast on a distant road. It was 
Sunday morning and he remembered how often he had thought 
how Sunday brings the stillness no other day brings, as all the 
usual sounds of human toil and activity, which one never notices, 
until some hour when they are gone, the silence pours in upon 
the ears.

One could lean over and see the great 
paddle wheel churning and gushing and beating the water into a 
froth. The yellow flood poured off its paddles and the water boiled 
white in its wake. One could even go to one of the cabins and lie 
down on the bunk. But it, too, shook with the throb of the engines. 
The boat creaked and pipes rattled and he knew he could never, 
never go to sleep but must lie there awake, a boy alone in the small 
cubicle on a throbbing boat which could just as easily be a great 
ship crossing the seas, and not just the wide, swift Tennessee River 
as it was in the days before they tamed it with dams and chained 
its tributaries with like barriers. Some day he would go in a great 
shining ship across a green ocean, but now, this was the steamboat 
and it was wonderful beyond compare. His heart was beating with 
the engine and life was magnificent.

‘= © Were Unnecessary 


Coincident with an announcement by the 

British Home Office and Board of Trade that 

ae visas will be granted to tourists (except ex- 

enemy nationals) to visit Britain in the Summer of 1947, comes a 

list of proposals and recommendations from a special committee, 

called the British Liner Committee, set up to explore possibilities 

for a reduction in formalities now a worrisome part of overseas 
travel. 

The committee suggests that “all nations should work toward 
achieving the return of the system in effect prior to 1914, when 
passports were unnecessary.” 

Let it be said, at once, achievement of that goal is to be ardently 
desired. It is an idealistic dream, admittedly, to foresee a day when 
any person may travel anywhere he pleases, without constant check 
and supervision by bureaucrats and petty officials, on the earth 
which God gave to him when he was born on this planet. 

It is, perhaps, fortunate our immigration laws do not require 
a passport and visa for every tiny newcomer who arrives here 
straight from heaven. Or wherever it is the stork picks up its 


earthbound cargo. 


The committee’s suggestion, it is stated, would 
Before 19] involve substituting for passports an identifica- 
tion card with photograph attached. Which seems to me to be 
merely substituting one form of passport for another. 

As far as my memory goes, no one needed passport, identity 
card or anything of that nature to travel across borders in so far 
as Britain, Canada and the United States were concerned, prior to 
1914. Of course, it is a long time ago and memory plays tricks, 
but I can’t recall anything at all of that nature when I traveled 
from England to Canada, as a boy of 19, in 1904. All I can recall 
in the way of formality was passing the customs inspection when 
landing at Montreal. 

It was the same thing when I came to this country from Can- 
ada. I had crossed from Ontario to New York State, and back 
again, a number of times. There was the customs officer to satisfy 
each time. There was, too, an immigration inspector, but there 
were no quota laws and the job must have been a political sinecure. 
The inspection was utterly nominal. 

When I crossed to stay on this side—although at the time I had 
no idea’it was to be permanent—they didn’t even wake me up, where 
I slept on the train. Guess the inspector had seen me before and 
took it for granted it was just one more temporary business trip. 
As, indeed, I thought it was. 

The result of that free and easy habit, however, was that when, 
years later, I applied for citizenship papers here I had to prove I 
was actually living in this country and had been, for a given num- 


ber of years. 

Be that as it may, passportless travel was 
It Was Pleasant pleasant, easy and comfortable. Britain's 
Foreign Secretary Bevin, in a recent speech, said he hoped the day 
would come when anyone could go to Victoria Station, London, buy 
a ticket and go wherever he wished without passport or any 
farmalities. 

But to return to the committee recommendations: 

Visas for genuine tourists, they say, should be abolished imme- 
diately through. bilateral agreements between nations or by some 
other method. Each government should then set the length of time 
during which a traveler might remain in the country with the status 
of visitor. 

Already the British and French governments have announced 
that, as soon as the new procedure is established, visas will no 
longer be necessary for travelers between those two countries. 

All in all, reduction, even if the ideal of total elimination of pass- 
port and visa requirements cannot be reached, will be a grand 
development. As said, while we have quota laws, visas for entrance 
into this country remain essential. 

But we can, to some extent at least, co-operate wtih the move- 
ment to return to the non-passport system in effect before 1914.

A New Dewey Still Ambitious 


NEW YORK—The most interesting personality involved in our 
great, biennial, electoral orgy is undoubtedly Thomas Edmund 
Dewey, the Michigan choir boy who became Governor of a State 
larger than most nations. It is time for a new report on this com- 
plex and puzzling figure, who has come to represent the forces of 
modernity, if not progressivism, within the ancient precincts of 
the Republican party. | 

The first thing that strikes any observer who sees Tom Dewey 
again after a long lapse of time is the change for the better in 
Dewey as a man. It has been wickedly said that when he entered 
politics he gave off all the human warmth of a porcelain plumbing 
fixture, whereas today he has achieved the status of an electric 
toaster. There is some truth, as well as a good deal of malice, in 
this domestically flavored comparison. 


Meteoric Since Dewey began his meteoric career, he has suf- 

fered three major disappointments—when he was 
defeated for the governorship in 1938, failed to get the Republican 
presidential nomination in 1940, and failed of election to the presi- 
dency in 1944. He has learned from his defeats, among other things, 
to be less cocksure of himself than he was as the giant-killing young 
district attorney. He has learned also from the wealth of experi- 
ence of man and politics which he has had in Albany. He is today 
what he was not when he first became a national figure, an entirely 
mature man and political leader. 

It cannot be said, to be sure, that he has become precisely genial. 
But Elks-bar good fellowship is a political asset which may well 
be somewhat at a discount in this country after the Truman admin- 
istration. And Dewey has at least been humanized to the point 
where he should no longer aropfise the more touchy leaders of the 
Republican organizations to t spasms. of rage that brought so 
many of them close to apoplexy\in 1944. This is important, since 
the customary coyness veiling tha Dewey aspirations for 1948 is 
mercifully no more than a decenk gesture towards the political 
conventions. One can say that he is tno good-mannered to announce 
his presidential candidacy, but much \oo sensible to protest really 


vociferously if it is mentioned. 
Setbacks There are other ways, too, in which Dewey has 
gained stature in the last eight years. It is some 
thing for a politician to suffer three major reverses, each one enough 
to end the career of an ordinary man, without permitting them to 
halt his onward career for a moment or even to derange a hair of 
his moustache. Ft is a great deal more to have been a genuinely 
good Governor of New York. The habit is, of course, to say that 
any Governor who serves reasonably honestly in prosperous times 
is a pretty good Governor. From all reports, John Bricker belongs 
in this category of the Governors who manage to avoid the grosser 
errors. But although the not quite human quality of Dewey's effi- 
ciency encourages even his friends to malice, everyone who is not 
wildly partisan admits that he has done an outstanding job at 
Albany. Most New Yorkers seem to be honestly enthusiastic about it. 
Competence is, in truth, the most striking of Dewey’s character- 
istics. His headquarters are a wonder to behold. Political head- 
quarters: customarily present a scene of squalid chaos, halfway be- 
tween the tag-end of a bibulous barbecue and’ a woman's club 
Walpurgis night.

One more quality, present in Dewey and his staff in marked de 
gree, makes him an inherently important man in these days of 
Republican prosperity.

He has enemies, even 
among New York Republicans, who call him ambitious and not 
overscrupulous where his ambitions are concerned. But one can- 
not deny that extreme competence and thorough modernity are im- 
portant qualities in present-day American politics, and esg*ecially 
in the present-day Republican party.

wii For a sedentary citizen who earns his living by 
A>. the use of only those muscles employed in peck- 

ing on a typewriter, I have always had a high 
regard fer the heavier forms of toil. 


I do not speak of those imitations of toil called exercise. The 
lifting of dumbbells, the tossing of medicine balls about, the 
pecaling of stationary bicycles, and the other enterprises of the 
Kymnasium. These are sterile things. They do serve to tighten 
the waistiine, and to harden the muscles, and they bring about a 
certain feeling of physical buoyancy. But they cannot compare 
with the performance of genuine labors. They do not contribute 
to the serenity of the mind. 

I know of nothing, for instance, which brings more tranquility 
’ the spirit than turning stubble land with a two-horse turner. 
It is fine work in the early morning, when the dew is on the 
ground and the morning birds are singing. It is splendid employ- 
ment in the middle of the day, when the perspiration dries in a 
white rime on the shirt, and it is magnificent in the late after- 
noons when long shadows are ‘stealing across the field and the 
clouds drift across the face of the falling sun, so that one walks 
through alternating shafts of light and pools of shadow. It is a 
great feeling to fee) the pull and strain of the arm muscles and 
the back muscles when you swing the plow from the earth and 
set the point again. . 


Reverie A man can dream great dreams while following a plow. 

He can quote poetry by the hour, for ere is some 
poetry whose cadences fit perfectly the rhythms of™plowing. He 
can forget nearly any sorrow or trouble while he plows. 


Next to plowing, I think the finest labor a man can perform for 
the good of his mind and his muscles is swinging a wheat cradle.

There are farm labors, of course, for which no kind word can 
be spoken. Pulling fodder is such an enterprise, because it is a 
smothering job; hot, sticky and itchy. Picking cotton has no com- 
pensation other than financial,-for it is a stooping job which never 
gives the back a chance to rest. 

The reason for this essay upon the joys of labor, I suppose I 
should explain, is due to the fact that my neighbor, Mr. William 
Creighton, has recently become the proud possessor of a crosscut 
saw, one end of which he has graciously allowed me to occupy. 


It had been a long time since I had been on one 
Remembers end of a crosscut saw, and tt took a while for the 
swing of it to come back to me.

__ The philosophers have been saying for years 
that man’s chief problem lies in keeping up with 
the gadgets.

Comes a customer into Nick’s 
place this morning and orders one 
of the old reliables, the No. 2 
breakfast, with sausage and eggs 
overlight, toast, coffee and grits. 
Just an ordinary run-of-the-mine 
breakfast, which any restaura- 
teur can take in his stride. But 
watch Nick; by the time he gets 
through with it, you will be 
screaming. First he turns up the 
gas flame as high as he can get 
it, puts the small frying pan on 
the flame and then starts looking 
for the sausage. 


“OH, YES,” he soliloquizes, “‘he 
has forgotten to get the sausage 
out of the refrigerator.” Nick 
goes to the back of the room, re- 
turns with the sausage, and finds 
that the small frying pan is about 
to melt down. He reaches for 
the pan, touches it, gives out a 
lusty oath, and looks around for 
a cloth. ‘Finding the cloth, he 
grabs off the red-hot pan, but not 
rapidly enough tq keep from set- 
ting fire to the cloth. He extin- 
guishes the cloth with his hands. 
Next he starts working the sau- 
sage into patties but discovers 
there is soot on his hands, He goes 
to wash. 

He puts the sausage on the grill 
and looks around for the weight

NEW YORK—George Speivin, 
American, came in to discuss mi- 
norities and he said, “You came at 
it wrong the other day’ and you 
were right in what you said but 
you came at it wrong-when you 
supposed yourself a case where a 
white employer under the a 
azy, 
thieving Negro fellow because he 
was a Negro.” 

“How was I wrong?” I said 
“Everybody knows every race and 
nationality has no-account, thiev 


ing, low-down, lazy individuals 
and—” 


“I KNOW,” Spetvin sald, “but 
just the same, you came at it 
wrong. That isn’t the right way 
to come at it. You can get your- 
self picketed for a Bilbo, attack- 
ing Marion Anderson and Joe 
Louis and insulting the whole Ne- 
gro race. The way you want to 
do is you want to suppose your- 
self a no-account, thieving, lazy, 
no-dam-good white man, with an 
Anglo-Saxon name like Smith or 
Wright, demanding a job from a 
dignified, honorable, conscientivus 
Negro businessman and the Negro 
has to hire him under the FEPC 
just because he is a white man, 
and turn down a competent, ambi- 
tious and thoroughly deserving 
colored fellow with a combat rec- 
ord, because, otherwise he can be 
punished for racial discrimination 
against the white bum.” 

“It’s the same difference one 
way or another,” I said. ‘“Dis- 
crimination in favor of a bum be- 
cause of his race or religion or 
because his parents were born 
in Bessarabia is discrimination 
against some deserving person aft- 
er the same job, no matter how 
you transpose them.” 


“I KNOW IT,” Spelvin 
but it doesn’t make my blood boil 
to read about ornery, low-down 
white men. I know of 
them. Dead-beats, liars, loafers, 
incompetent, shiftless, bellyaching 
phonies and I pity any respectable 
Negro employer who ever has to 
put up with their nuisance around 
the shop. It isn’t Bilboism to put 
it that way and nobody is going to 
picket you or say you are insult- 
ing George Washington's memory. 
Nobody is going to holler that that 
kind of bum isn’t typical because 
everybody knows that.” 

“Everybody knows that kind of 
bum isn’t typical of the Negro 
race, either,” I said. 

“Just the same, you came at it 
wrong,” Spelvin said. “Do you 
have to use a fire-axe to open a 
door with the key in your pocket? 
Cause a lot of feeling and: make 
a lot of Negro people think you 
are low-downing all of them in 
depicting an exception when you

way without any commotion? Did 
you ever live in a,foreign coun- 
try where you felt like a minority 
yourself and they made you sore 
by always making monkeys of 
Americans on the stage? 


“WELL, I USED to burn in Eng- 
land when I was a young fellow 
when some of their comedians 
would come out and spit all over 
the stage and talk through their 


noses and chew gum and “say, 
‘Well, I guess I sure am some kid- 
do’ and the Englishmen would 
seem to think this was a pretty 
good impersonation of a typical 
American,” I said. “They got their 
idea about our spitters from Dick- 
ens and it may have been fair in 
his day because even I can re- 
member when every mid-Western 
front parlor had a gobboon sitting 
on a doily but the version was out 
of date by my time in England 
and even if we do talk in the high 
register and say ‘wadder’ instead 
of ‘wottah’ why, what the hell, 
they don’t pronounce it ‘water’ 
either. So, yes, I used to get a lit- 
tle sore about some things be. 
cause I thought they were giving 
it a little too much emphasis and, 


anyway, these weren't the char 


acteristics of typical Americans. 
Why not mention our generosity, 
for instance, and point out that 
Americans have taken up collec 
tions and sent money, food, medi- 
cine, bedding and clothing all over 
the world, whenever. there was

CASE K-262: Gerry F., aged 3, 
is an attractive youngster full of 
energy and curiosity. 

“It seems to me that I simply 
cannot correct Gerry by means of 
words or coaxing,” his mother re- 
gretfully confessed. 

“I have tried and tried to rea- 
gon with him, to plead with him, 
and to coax as well as even bribe 
him. but I'm afraid I shall have 
to fall back upon the good old- 
fashioned hairbrush before long. 

“Dr. Crane, is it sacrilegious for 
me to suggest corporal punish- 
ment to a modern child psychol- 
ogist”? Ive hesitated to come to 
you and admit that 1 am reduced 
to the plight where I need a ruler 
or switch, but I cannot get him to 
obey me by any other method, 
and I think I've tried them all.

DIAGNOSIS 

Psychology, like medicine, 
had its fads and fashions, al- 
though most of the faddists in 
psychology have not belonged 
officially to those teachers of the 
subject who have spent years of 
laborious study in the scientific 
laboratories of our colleges and 
universities. 

‘The faddists have usually con- 
Stituted the fringe of hangers-on 
who lecture or write inspirational 
and often sentimental stuff: who 
are brain truster idealists, roman- 
tically regarding childhood as an 
earthly paradise that should not 
be contaminated by the fetters of 
}adult reality. 

All bosh! Childhood is spent in 
the same world as adulthood and 
youngsters must consequently 
learn to adjust to life as it is. 

We have no psychological magic 
to take the sting out of a child's 
finger when he sticks it in the 
fire. He must suffer just like an 
adult. Pain is pain. 


CHILDREN VS. ADULTS 

Children haven't the mental age 
of adults. Therefore, they cannot 
Go as complicated tasks nor can 
they carry as long directions in 
their heads. They cannot concen- 
trate on a task as long, and they 
are more easily diverted to other 
things. 

But otherwise they learn habits 
ana react to stimuli much like 
acults. Within the limits of their 
mental and physical limitations, 
we should treat them not as an- 
gelic cherubs who can do no 
wrong, but as human beings.

POTATO SOUP 

3 cups diced raw potatoes 

1-2 cup finely chopped onion 

2 teaspoons salt 

6 cups water 

1. 1-3 cup dry skim milk 

1-4 teaspoon pepper 

1-4 teaspoon curry powder, 
| desired 

3 tablespoons 
drippings 

2 tablespoons chopped parsley 

Cook potatoes and onion until 
tender in the six cups of salted 
water. Drain; save liquid and 
measure. There should be about 
5 1-2 cups. Press potatoes and 
onions through ricer or sieve. 
Gradually beat in dry skim milk. 
Add seasonings and _ drippings. 
Slowly add _ reserved vegetable 
liquid, stirring constantly. Heat 
and serve garnished with chopped 
parsiey. Serves 6. 


POTATO PANCAKES 


2 cups grated raw potatoes 
(about 6 medium-sized potatoes) 


if 


melted bacon 


1 egg, well-beaten 

1 teaspoon salt 

1-4 teaspoon pepper 

1 tablespoon grated onion 
4 tablespoons flour 


1-2 cup dry skim milk 

Cover grated potatoes with 
water to prevent discoloration. 
Combine the remaining ingredi- 
ents and mix until smooth. - Drain 
potatoes and add to the egg mix- 


ture. Stir until well blended. 
Brown on both sides in hot ba- 
con drippings or other fat. Serve 
hot with apple butter, applesauce, 
cottage cheese or crisp bacon. 
Makes about 10 3-inch pancakes. 


POTATOES PERSILLADE 


Scrape small new potatoes, or 
pare and cut old potatoes into 
pieces the size of small eggs. Boil 
or steam until tender. Salt when 
nearly done. Drain and place in a 
pan with sufficiént melted butter 
or margarine to coat all the pota- 
toes. Add the juice of half a lemon 
and 1-2 cup of minced parsley. 
Shake the potatoes in the pan un- 
til they are well coated with pars- 
ley when served. These potatoes 
are especially good with fish. 


POTATOES SUZETTE 


Bake the desired number of po- 
tatoes and when done, prepare as 
for stuffed baked potatoes, filling 
the baked shells almost to the top. 
Break*an egg on the top of each 
potato and sprinkle with dried 
bread crumbs which have been 
mixed with grated cheese and 
melted butter or margarine. Place 
in a slow oven (325 degrees F.) 
and bake until the eggs are set and 
the crumbs are slightly browned 
(about 6 minutes). 


MASHED POTATO BALLS 

A good way to use left-over 
mashed potatoes is to add 1 beaten 
egg yolk to 2 cups cold mashed 
potatoes. Shape into balls and 
place in a shallow baking pan well 
oiled with butter or margarine. 
Make a small depression in the top 
of each ball and put a piece of 
butter or margarine in each de- 
pression. Sprinkle lightly with salt 
and pepper and place in a hot oven 
to brown (400 to 450 degrees F.). 


BAKED SQUASH 

Use Winter varieties of squash. 
Wash squash and cut in half 
lengthwise. Remove seeds, To 
each half add 1 tablespoon of 
honey and one or two little pork 
sausage links, Bake at 400 de- 
grees F. until squash is tender and 
sausages brown.

I might as well 
kill her and myself, too.” 


Gesnaldo told police he and 
Whitman had planned to leave 
Monday for Virginia to look for 
work. Whitman and Mrs. Layman 
had had a “farewell date” Satur- 
day night, he said. 

A native of Canvas, W. Va.., 
Whitman first met Mrs. Layman 
in 1942 when he was stationed in 
Stoneham with an antiaircraft 
unit. Shortly after he arrived, he 
married a high school classmate 
of Mrs. Layman. They have a 
three-year-old son. 

The Whitmans later separated 
and when he returned from over.
